Development of LOCAL AIRLINES 


The dynamic expansion of the American econ- 
omy which began at the close of World War II 
required a corresponding expansion in airline 
service. It was urgent that scheduled air transpor- 
tation be extended to the small and intermediate- 
size cities of the nation. 

The Civil Aeronautics Board therefore granted 
certificates to a number of new local airline com- 
panies, authorizing them to carry passengers, 
freight, mail and express to supplement the 
facilities of the ‘‘trunk’”’ airlines. 

Public reaction to the additional air service was 
highly favorable. The local airlines made swift 
_ progress. Traffic skyrocketed. Year after year, one 
community after another has been added to the 
local airline routes ...communities which, in 
many instances, are getting air service for the 
first time. 

Today nearly 500 cities and towns are served by 
these local air carriers .. . and over 250 of them are 
served ONLY by local air carriers.

Greater Use Every Year 


In spite of ten years of astounding develop- 
ment, there is no leveling-off in sight for local 
airline service. 


Passenger travel on local airlines more than 
trebled in the past five years from 1950 to 1955— 
1,000,000 passengers to 3,000,000—and the 
spiral remains sharply upward. In the same five- 
year period, the mail volume rose from 599,000 
ton-miles flown in 1950 to 1,300,000 ton-miles in 
1955. The volume of air express and freight flown 
in 1955 was over 2,800,000 ton-miles. 


Relation to National Defense 


The role played by local airlines in defense and 
vital industries is impressive. One requirement of 
the national defense program is fast freight ship- 
ment. The feverish activity taking place in oil and 
uranium development is an example. Much of 
this exploration is in remote areas where the only 
swift and sure access is from the sky. Supplies and 
machinery needed for these and kindred opera- 
tions are being flown to nearby small cities by 
scheduled air freight in a few hours. 


Army, Navy, Marine, and Air Force installa- 
tions themselves have a constant and pressing 
need for reliable airline service. Many are in 
sparsely settled regions and rely on local airlines 
for fast transportation. One local carrier alone 
serves sixty-six military establishments. 


Aircraft and Equipment 


Local airlines operate more than 175 airplanes. 
The vast majority of these are time-tested, reliable, 
twin-engine Douglas DC-3s—a plane so depend- 
able and safe that it still flies 17,000,000 passenger 


miles every day in scheduled service—and more 
DC-3s are still in regular passenger service than 
any other type aircraft by a wide margin. Its 
suitability for short-haul service (the average 
distance between stops on the local airlines is less 
than 100 miles and the average passenger haul is 
less than 200 miles) is being supplemented by 
growing numbers of the larger Martin and 
Convair aircraft on those local airlines where 
these types can be used to advantage. 


In some areas local airlines not only maintain 
their own hangars and maintenance facilities, but 
supplement existing government-operated civil 
airways systems with their own airways systems 
and navigational facilities.
